In 
none of the robberies did they get 
more than $26.

Sandel told detectives and report- 
ers, ‘and we had to get money or 
starve. We decided to get out and 
hold up people. Eddie couldn't get 
a job, our rent was due, we had no 
money to get groceries and there 
was no prospect of having any. 

First Holdup in Park. 
“Our “first holdup was iast 
Thursday night. We got on a 
street car, went to Tower Grove 
Park and’ held up a man and a 
girl there. I frisked them and got 
$26 from the man. We took their 
machine and drove south from 
there, but we got lost somehow 
and finally abandoned the machine 
‘on South Broadway. 


“The $26 lasted us until last Sat- 
urday night. We were broke by 
then and we had to go out again. 
First we went to Forest Park, 


and took their machine. The fel- 
low had only $1 and a watch. We 
used the dollar to buy gasoline and 
pawned the watch later. 

“Then we went out to the county 
and robbed apother man and wom- 
an.

HUNG JURY IN

A jury disagreement appeared 
likely this afternoon in the case of

In a report made by the jury 
three hours before, it had appeared 
that only one juror was in doubt as 
to a decision. The case was in the 
jury's hands since 9 o’clock last 
night, with an interval of 8% hours 
for sleep and breakfast. When the 
jury requested a consultation with 
the Judge at 10 a. m. the 10 de- 
fendants were taken from the city 
jail and conducted to Court. 
“What is troubling you, gentle- 
men?” the Judge asked as the jury 
stood before him. The foreman 
replied that one juror was troubled 
as to one question. That, he said, 
seemed to be the only difficulty. 
“Then I will give you a further 
charge,” said the Judge, after 
speaking with the foreman in an 
undertone. “It seems you are 
troubled by the question whether 
certain evidence is to be considered 
Now, the fact 
of the robbery was direct evidence, 
but the fact that it was committed 
does not mean that these defend- 
ants perpetrated it, and the evi- 
dence you have heard as to them 
must be taken into consideration as 
circumstantial. 
Evidence of Implication. 


“If you find that any of the reg- 
istered mail taken in this robbery 
was soon thereafter found in the 
possession of any of the defendants 
and that such possession was per- 
sonal, exclusive and 
such possession is to be taken as 
evidence of implication in the rob- 
bery. 

“I am going to charge you fur- 
ther, that if you are not able to 
agree as to all the defendants, you 
may render a verdict as to those on 
whom .you are agreed, and state in 
the verdict that you are unable to 
agree as to the others.”

Precautions Against Fraud. 
Every precaution was taken to 
insure a clean election, the Election 
Board announced.

Work of converting a 110-acre 
farm at Creve Coeur, St. Louis 
County, into an 18-hole_ public 
daily-fee golf course, is under way 
The lint:ss are expected to be open 
next May.

Seven Miles From City. 

The site is seven miles west of 
the city limits, on the south side 
of Olive street road, which is 
smooth paved all the way out, 
mostly with concrete. The west- 
ern boundary is Bdlias road. The 
tract is almost square, but about 
three acres at the corner of Olive 
Street and Ballas roads is not in- 
cluded, this being occupied by Mt. 
Zion Methodist Churtnh.

Connell was asked only ag to his 
opinion of the credibility of 
George V. Halliday, a leading wit- 
ness for the Government. When he 
was asked as to Halliday’s reputa- 
tion for truthfulness, his reply was 
“Bad, very bad.” 

“Would you believe him under 
oath?” was the next question. The 
Government's counsel interposed 
an objection, but before the ob- 
jection was pronounced, Connell 
had replied, “No.” Judge Faris re- 
marked that the witness should 
have waited before replying, and 
he sustained the objection. But the 
jury had heard the reply. 

Possible Punishment. 

In case of a conviction of any or 
all of the defendants, the court 
fixes the punishment. It would be 
possible. in the event of convic- 
tion, to give each defendant as 
much as 55 years’ imprisonment 
and to fine each $11,000. That 
would represent the maximuin 
punishment. Eight of the defend- 
ants, if convicted on count two, 
charging them with intimidating a 
postal employe with a deadly 
weapon, must receive at least 25 
years’ imprisonment, as that pun- 
ishrment is mandatory under th 
statute. 

In the first prosecution which 
resulted from this robbery, six

When She Seeks to Intercede. 


When the 10 defendants in the 
mail truck robbery case were or- 
dered confined in jail last night, 
pending the jury’s verdict, a piti- 
ful scene occurred in Federal 
Court. 

Walter A. Kelly, blind lawyer, 
one of the accused men, arose and 
falteringly addressed the court. 

“If Your Honor please, may I! 
go under my bond?” 

“You have no bond,” Judge Faris 
shot back. 

It was plain from his reply that 
the court did not relish the spec- 
tacle of a member of the bar in 
such company as the accused 
gangsters. 

Kelly then was led from his seat, 
stumbling in the eternal darkness 
that shrouds |.s eyes, to the line 
of gangsters assembling for the 
march to the Marshal's office. 

Wife Seeks to Intercede. 

After they had passed out, a 
trembling, thin figure in black, the 
figure of a woman, was seen to 
rise in the center of the court 
room. It wav Mrs. Kelly, wife of 
the blind lawyer. 

She is the mother of six chil- 
dren, the youngest a babe in arms, 
which she has had in the court- 
room during the trial but which 
she had left at home last night. 

Mrs. Kelly has taken the ordeal 
of this trial harder than anyone 
else. Her pitiful situation has 
been in sharp contrast with that 
of the smirking gangsters. She has 
silently wept at every session of 
the court, and she sat by her hus- 
band last night, wistfully gazing 
into the faces of the jury, while 
Judge Faris gave his instructions. 

A hush fell over the courtroom 
as she arose and placed her thin 
hands on the chair in front of her 
for support. Every eye was riv- 
eted on the trembling figure. 

“Judge,” she faltered, in a 
voice hardly audible, “may I say 
something?” 

Courtroom Was Hushed. 

The courtroom was hushed. 
Clearly, she meant to ask that she 
might take her husband home with 
her and the children. Perhaps she 
also meant to suggest that there 
was little danger of the escape of 
a totally blind man. 

Judge Faris looked at her, but 
made no reply. The law knows no 
distinctions in such a case, and the 
weeping wife realized the hopeless- 
ness of her plea, as she sank back 
into the seat.

ANNUAL ACCIDENT SLAUGHTER. 

Figures compiled by the Census Bureau show that, 
if the present rate of traffic and other accidents 
continues—and it fs more Ifkely to imerease—all the 
efforts of the scientists to wipe out disease and pro- 
long life will be discounted by the immense number 
of cripples and killed by modern machinery and 


motor vehicles. 
In the World War America had 36,896 men killed 


killed by accidents in 1923, and one authority gives 
the number of wounded in traffic accidents alone 
as 678,000. Automobiles killed no less than 14,412 
persons during 1923. The war victims were grown 
men, but the accident victims included men, women 
and children, of all ages, from babies to the very 
aged. 

Secretary Hoover has called a conference at Wash- 
ington, Dec. 15 to 17, to consider ways and means of 
minimizing this terrible and largely unnecessary 
slaughter and maiming. We are living {n an agé in 
which machinery, a Frankenstein whose power in- 
creases from day to day, must be faced and held in 
check. Its beneficence must be utilized without per- 
mitting its untold energy to do us injury. 

Unlike the Frankenstein of the fable, every ma- 
chine has a human mind to guide it. It is no “act of 
God” when, due to human carelessness or reckless- 
nesg, machines, especially motor cars, kill or maim. 
If we are not to witness an annual increase in acci- 
dents, fatal and otherwise, that will make the record 
of suffering and deaths from disease look small, we 
must arouse ourselves to the necessity of greater 
thoughtfulness, less speed, mutual care, effective 
rules effectively enforced, safety devices and genera! 
education on the subject, especially from the ethical 
point of view. Regard for others will do more than 
any other factor to bring the desired result. 

Safety first, not for one’s self alone, but for the

| DEATH ENDS CAREER 


DF J. W. WHITTLESEY 


Scientist, Gold Prospector and 
Soldier Dies at Age 
of 95. 


The death yesterday of Dr. James 
W. Whittlesey of 5942 Maple ave- 
nue marked the end of a pictur- 
esque career as soldier, gold pros- 
pector, scientist and teacher.

He had no 
immediate relatives, having out- 
lived his wife and four children by 
many years. 


one of almost Napoleonic vigor and 
even up to the time of his last 
illness he clung to the Napoleonic 
rule of only four hours’ sleep a 
night. He had  ~0barely finished 
school when he caught the gold 
fever and launched upon a two 


jyears’ campaign of prospecting in 


the Pike’s Peak fields of Colorado. 

Then came the Civil War and 
four years of service as private, 
sergeant and First Lieutenant, sus- 
cessively, in the United States Big- 
nal Corps under Farragut and Pl- 
liot. The end of the war found him 
back in the classroom as student 
and instructor and his 50 years of 
activity in this field were followed 
by 30 more years of scientific re- 
search, lecturing and writing. 

Nature of His Studies. 

Dr. Whittlesey’s close study of 
mathematics and astronomy led 
him into the subject of cosmogony, 
the science of the origin of the 
universe and much of his research 
in later years was in this field of 
investigation. In 1902 he became 
a member of the Temple of the 
Magi and served at various times 
as grand master and grand warden 
of the organization. He was also 
active in the Odd Fellows order 
and the G. A. R., and in 1915, dur- 
ing the forty-ninth reunfon of the 
latter organization, climbed at 87, 
to the dome of the National Capitol 
at Washington and “wigwagged” a 
peace message to the Arlingfon 
wireless towers with a large red 
Signal Corps flag. The message 
was then repeated by wireless to 
the warring nations of Europe. 

He was born at Piqua, O., and 
received his early education at a 
private seminary and Iowa Wes- 
leyan University. At 17 he be- 
came an instructor and taught in 
the institution while he was work- 
ing for his degree of Master .of 
Arta.‘ 

His academic career was inter- 
rupted in 1859 by the gold craze, 
and later by the Civil War, and it 
was not until 1866 that he re- 
turned to the classroom. In the 
meantime he was married to Miss 
Margaret M. Cullom. and she ac- 
companied him when he went back 
to school at a medical collere in

DRINKING FREELY 
OF WATER DURING 
MEALS IS URGED 


Dieticians Also Advise Its Lib- 
beral Use Before Break- 


fast to Avoid Constipa- 
tion.

lent opinion, the drinking of large 
quantities of water by normal in- 
dividuals with their meals is benefi- 
cial, according to J. W. Read, pro- 
fessor of agricultural chemistry, 
and Miss Stella Palmer, home eco- 
nomics expert, University of Arkan- 
sas, who have made a joint study 
of diets. 

“Water is more vital than food,” 
they my. “From 70 to 75 per cent 
of our bodies is water. Every liv- 
ing cell in the body must be well 
supplied with it in order to func- 
tion rightly. In starvation an ani- 
mal may lose around 40 per cent 
of its body weight and still Live, 
whereas a loss of from 20 to 22 per 
cent of the water content of its 
body will cause death. Entire ab- 


stinence from water frequently re- 
sults in death for many after 36 to 
72 hours, although longer periods 
of existence have been recorded. 
Adults normally require three to 
five quarts of water per day, va- 


rying amounts of which are taken 
in beverages and foods, as well as | 
in drinking water. Children need | 
liberal supplies of water, not less 
than four glasses a day, because 
they are growing and producing 
new tissues. The especially impor- 
tant business of controlling our 
body temperature is dependent 
upon water, as is also the fubirca- 
tion of our joints, eyeballs and oth- 
er parts of the body where irrita- 
tion would result from friction. 
“Contrary to the more or less 


prevalent opinion, careful studies | 


have shown that the drinking of 
large quantities of water by nor- 
mal individuals, with their meals, 
is beneficial. Secretion of the di- 
gestive juices is stimulated and 
there result a more complete utili- 
zation of the food and decreased 
development of harmful organisms 
in the disgestive tract. The com- 
mon practice of drinking with ev- 
ery mouthful of food is harmful, 
and should not be done. Drink 
freely at certain tntervals during 
the meal, also before and after, 
but never for the purpose of car- 
rying the food down. Libera? drink- 


ing before breakfast is healthful, 
and helps to avoid constipation.

T1 SAVE GERMANY 


Dr. Schact In Hopeful Speech 
Says Nation Now Is on 
the Right Path.

” BERLIN, Mov. «& =~ “Only 
straight-forwerd democratic poll- 
tics will acoomplish the destruc- 
tion of the war guilt lie and help 
us achieve our nation regenera~- 
tion,” was the substance of tele 
graphic greetings of Dr. Hilamar 
Schacht, president of the Reich- 
bank and German Currency Com- 
missioner, to a rousing éemocratic 
rally held in Berlin yesterday. The 
rally was attended by 15,000 Lib- 
erals. The head of the Reichbank 
eaid he was convinced an over- 
whelming majority of the German 
people were prepared to stand by 
such politics. 

“The German people's post-war 
labors on behalf of reconstruc- 
tion,” Dr. Schacht’s message said, 
“have proved more potent than our 
erstwhile force of arms or present- 
day hectoring and braggadocio. 

‘They have rehabilitated us mor- 
ally abroda and at hove have cal- 
waged our shattered economies, 
thereby sowing the seed for a na- 
tional renaissance.” 

The greetings of Dr. Schact were 
sent from Berlin where he ad- 
dressed a meeting on “Germany's 
new philosophies.” He declared 
the reichbank’s new gold reserve 
would permit of the issue of 6,- 
000,000,000 marks in new currency, 
which would be put into circula- 
tion as the country’s economic sit- 
vation warranted. 

“The conditions of a nation’s 
business, and not its gold reserves,” 
Dr. Schacht declared, “determines 
the character of its currency.” 

The speaker then roundly de- 
nounced what he termed the in- 
discriminate chase after foreign 
loans and such. This, he said, pro- 
duced intolerance because of the 
costly interest by superfluous mid- 
dliemen.

- PRIBILOFS 1S 16,832 


8732  Three-Year-Old Seals 


Branded and Saved for 
Breeding Purposes. 


Special to the Pest-Digpatch. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 4.—The 


total take of fur sealskins from the 
Pribilof Islands this past summer 
was 16,833, as compared to 14,309 
for 1923, The seals have departed 
for winter quarters in midocean. 
Following a practice begun in 
1923 of branding three-year male 
seals for breeding purposes in ex- 
cess of the 5000 quota fixed by tho 
Bureau of Fisheries, there were 
marked during the past season 8752 
animals. The selection and pres- 
ervation of these young males are 


designed to insure maximum prop- 
agation throughout the herd. 

Reports from the Pribilofs from 
attendants just closing the season's 
work indicate the seals are in ex- 
cellent condition, showing more 
than the anticipated Increase. The 
census of the seals on both St. 
Paul and St. George isiands, com- 
pleted in late August, showed a .to- 
tal of 697,158 animals, of which 
208,396 are pups. This is an in- 
Vir- 
tually every female seal mothered 
a single pup this season, and ‘the 
mortality was less than 6 per cent. 
Orka or killer whales hovered in 
the region throughout the season, 
preying on the young pups just 
learning to swim and dive. 

A total of 1029 fur sealskins were 
taken by the Neah Bay Indians off 
the coast of Washington during the 
spring migration northward. Last 
Season these hunters speared $41. 
The Indians of Southeastern Alas- 
ka, also permitted to hunt fur seal 
on the high seas, took but eight 
skins, compared to 553 last year. 
This was owing to the new route 
followed by the seals north. The 
bulls led the females far out to 
sea to escape attacks by killer 
whales and sharks. 


NEW SPEED INDICATOR FOR 
_ SHIPS WORKS ON PRESSURE 


Accuracy of More Than §9 Per Cent 
Claimed for New Device Tried 
Out in Sweden. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
STOCKHOLM, Oct. 17.—An in- 
teresting invention for the accu- 
rate Indicating of the speed of 
ships, and the recording of the dis- 
tance sailed, has been perfected in 
Sweden, and the functioning of the 
instrument was demonstrated re- 
cently before a meeting of the 
Swedish Shipowners’ Association. 
The new log operates with a mar- 
gin of error of less than 1 per cent, 
compared with an error of as much 
@s 10 per cent in the case of some 
ether logs ordinarily used by mer- 
chant véssels. It is based on the 
principle that the pressure of wa- 
ter from the direction toward which 
movement is made, varies with the 
speed of the vessel. Extending down 
through the bottom of the vessel ts 
@ tube with an opening on the for- 
ward side near the lower end. 
The water level inside this tube 
varies more or less above sea level 
sccording to the speed of the ship, 
end the indicating mechanism has 
ctrical connections with the 
ldge which enable the navigator 
to tell instantly the speed of the 
ship and the distance sailed.

| LONDON, Oct. 138.—Although
